T is evening, and the blare of a distant 
| en is heard grinding. out popvu-

COLD SWEETS. 


PREFARATION OF MOULDS. 


Moulds, whether intended for creams 
or jellies, should be thoroughly clean, and 
when possible, rinsed with cold water be- 
fore being used. In preparing them for 
decorated creams, they are usually coated 
with a thin layer of jelly. To do this 
quickly and satisfactorily it ts necessary 
that the moulds should be quite dry, per- 
fectly cold, and the jelly on oF peer Be of 
setting when put into the mould, which 
is turned over and over until thinly, but 
campletely, coated. 


The decoration is a matter of taste; At 
may consist of pistachio nuts (shredded 
or finely chopped), almonds, glace 
cherries, etc., and may afford no indica- 
tion of the composition of the cream. 
But just as frequently the decoration con- 
sists of fancifully-cut pieces of the fruit, 
which, reduced to a purée, forms the 
basis of the cream, 


This branch of cookery affords almost 
unlimited scope for display of artistic 
taste, Success depends largely on a suit- 
able combination of contrasting or har- 
,monising colours, and the decoration 
being neat and uniformly disposed. Kach 
section of the mould must be decorated 
separately, and the decoration fired firmly 
hy means of a little cool jelly, which 
must be allowed to set before changing 
the position of the mould. For this 
reason the process is a slow one, unless 
the mould meanwhile rests upon, and is 
surrounded by, tce. Without this aid the 
task is almost an impossible one in hot 
weather. 


TO UNMOULD JELLIES AND 
CREAMS. 


It is much better. to dip the mould 
once into hot water than three or four 
times into luke-warm water; and, as the 
whole is tmmiersed, it is necessary that 
the top of the jelly or cream should be 
afterwards dried with a clean cloth. One 
sharp ' up and down” jerk will wm- 
stantly detach the mould of the cream or 
jelly, which should at once be placed on a 
cold. dish, the hand being gently with- 
drawn, In turning out a border mould 
too large to be covered by the hand, the 
dish and mould together may be shaken 
sharply up and down until the border is 
detached. 


Sweets of this description are usually 
garnished with a macédoine of fruit, 
whipped cream or jelly. As a rule, the 


jelly is chopped, and the more coarsely, 
the better w the effect, for large pieces 
reflect the light, whereas fine-chapped 
jelly has a slight opaque appearance,

ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK IN 
LANCASHIRE, 


The British Premier's reference to “a 
flickering recovery of trade’’ aroused wide-

“It is difficult to 
see,” he declared, “how the steel trade can 
hope to secure orders for steel of the 
commoner sort where the competition of 
Continental markets must be met with low 
prices, I have before me to-day offers lower 
than anything recorded since the war. The 
rates of wages in the trade on the Continent 
are approximately half those in this country. 
The only solution which could be achieved 
without a serious loss or national detriment 
would be a prevention of im rage ol | 
tariffs or otherwise of goods produced ab 
by cheap labour.’’

should be made to produce maximum crops. 
Apart from the question of tillage, it had 
been conclusively proved by experiments tha! 
superphosphate as a top-dressing on grass 
lands results in an improvement in the mil! 
yield and butter fats when cattle are graze: 
on such lands. 

He was watching with interest the ca. Ag 
to establish a sugar beet factory in Ireland 
Such a factory would be a valuble acquisition 
to the country, and would lead to increased 
tillage, with a resulting increase in the con- 
sumption of fertilisers. He was glad to say 
that reports from the country indicated a 
good harvest, and he hoped, with more settled 
conditions, that the demand for fertilisers 
might how gradually increase, to the advan- 
tage of all concerned. Their business was to 
supply fertilisers of the best quality at lowest 
possible prices. He moved the adoption of 
the report. 

Sir Stanley Harrington seconded the resolu- 
tion, which was adopted. 

Mr. John O'Regan (Midleton), having ex- 
pressed regret at the death of Sir William 
Goulding, referred to the difficulties which 
they had to face during the t twelve 
months. Whether these difficulties would in- 
crease or otherwise was a question on which 
many people differed, but personally he 
thought that they had seen the worst of them. 
However, he thought that they should not 
neglect any means which would put their 
manures in competition with the foreigner. 
He asked would it be possible for the com- 
pany to sell manures cheaper to the farmers 
on a cash basis, such as foreigners were doing. 
He knew a farmer who had tested the foreign 
manure, and found that the results were not 
at all as satisfactory as with Goulding’s 
manure. He thought that the future of the 
company was bright. 

Mr. T. P. Morrissey (Kingstown) also re- 
gretted the death of Sir William Goulding, 
under whose guidance the company béeagarea.

Count O'Byrne (Tipperary), Vice-Chair- 
man of the General Council, presided, the 
Chairman (Senator Kenny) being absent 
by reason of illness. 
“TOO MUCH MUSIC."

the Government.

Mr. Brady (Monaghan) seconded, but 
added an expression of opinion that it was 
agen, a Government business, and not 
or the County Councils. 

Mr. Healy (Clare) remarked that it was 
matters relating to roads and such like that 
interested them, and not a Chair of Music. 
“It is,” he added, “‘too much music we 
have in this country.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. C. Byrne, T.D. (Wicklow), suggested 
that they should passa resolution declining to 
pay any more after this year, and asking the 
Government to take the matter ‘over. 

Mr. Magee (Louth) said that the Council 
he represented was in favour of asking the 
Government not to pay any more money for 
anything, but to reduce the taxes, which 
were weighing on them. That was inore 
important at the moment than music. 
Eventually two resolutions were passed, 
the first appealing to the County Councils to 
contribute an equal share which would be 
about £6 each (total about £150) towaris 
defraying the expenses of the lectureship in 
music for this year. The second resolution 
expressed the view that it was ent.:civ i 
matter for the Board of Education, nn 
should not be left to County Councils’ volun- 
tary contributions. 

A Committee, consisting of the Chairman 
(Senator Kenny), Messrs. W. Cobbe (Leix), 
Magee (Louth), Belton (Dublin), McCabe 
(Dublin), Metcalfe (Wicklow), and McGahan 
(Louth) was appointed to consider replies to 
certain queries which have been circulated at 
the request of the Commission on the Relief 
of the Poor and Insane, and to appoint 
persons to give evidence before the Com- 


mission. 

PRIMARY INSTRUCTION. 
The next business before the meeting was 
a request from the Conference appointed by 
the Ministry of Education to consider the 
suitabii'ty of the national programme of 
primary instruction at present in operation 
in National Schools, that the General Coun: 
should draw up a reasoned statement of their 
views as to the changes (if any) in the pre- 
sent programme which they would desire to 
advocate. 
It was euggested that the matter should 
be referred to a Committee. 
Mr. Belton said this was an important 
thing, and the result of their consideration 
of the matter might reflect credit or dis- 
credit on them as a body. ‘They should 
make a very careful selection of the Com- 
mittee to which it would be referred, and 
they might consider whether me. ought 
not to go outside their own dy to 
gelect members who would have special 
knowledge of educational matters. 
The following were appointed to form the 
Committee: — The Chairman (Senator 
Kenny), W. O*Reilly (Louth), J. Magee 
(Louth), C. Byrne, T.D. (Wicklow), William 
Cobbe (Leix), Patr'-k Belton (Dublin), and 
A. Matthews (Meath). “ 

MOTORS ON THE ROAD. 
The Chairman referred to a report which 
had been received from the County Surveyor 
of Donegal with regard to the motor traffic on 
the roads and the cost of maintaining the 
roads in proper condition. The money that 
was being spent on mud-hound macadam, he 
said, was pure waste of money. Roads that 
had been repaired in that way only a few 
months ago were now full of pot-holes, as a 
result of heavy motor traffic. Those heavy 
cars had paid their licence tax in Dublin, and 
they passed through Tipperary and other 
counties which had nothing to do. with their 
business, the ratepayers of which had to pay 
for the damage rá by those heavy lorries. 
He was of opinion that the speed should be 
reduced and the taxation increased. The rate- 
payers who had to contribute for the main- 
tenance of the roads derived no benefit from 
that lorry traffic. i 
Mr, James Clarke (Donegal) said that the 
heavy motor lorry traffic passing from the Six 
Counties. into Donegal had seriously injured 
the roads. The ratepayers had no control 
over them, although 'they were compelled to 
bear the cost of maintaining the roads, Some- 
thing should be done to protect the ratepayers 
from the heavy. charges that were being im- 
posed upon them by the injury done to the 
roads; by the heavy motor lorries. These 
lorries competed with the railways, and, if the 
railw4ys—particularly the smaller lines—were 
obligad to close down, the owners of the 
motor lorries would increase their transport | 
charges. The problem was an important one. 
~ " REQUEST FOR LEGISLATION. 
Mr. A. Mathews (Meath) said that the 
Roads Committee of his County Council had 
passed a resolution & few days ago which, nó 
doubt, the Council would adopt at its next 
meeting. The resolution expressed the opinion 
that, owing to the serious damage caused to 
county roads by heavy motor and steam lorry 
traffic, and the consequent excessive cost of 
road maintenance, the Government be re- 
quested to pass leci<lation limiting the weight 
of sach lorries to ‘ve tons loaded and the 
pace to twelve miles an hour. Exceptions to 
the limit of weight might be made in the case 
of (1) traffic between towns of considerable 
size and nearest to railway stations ; (2) traffic 
in rough timber to nearest railway point or 
ort; (3) traffic in rough timber to 
actories. The resolution of the Committee 
also expressed the opinion that there was not 
sufficient volume of heavy traffic to enable two 
aystems of transport to be run economically, 
and, as the railways are a national necessity, 
such legislation would lessen the excessive 
cost of road maintenance, and, by diverting 
the heavier traffic to the railways, would en- 
able the railways to be run on economic lines 
and reduce their freights. The alternative 
seemed to be either an increase in the railway 
fteights, already too high, or a State subsidy. 
ó P. Brett (Westmeath) said that the 
ratepayers of his county were harder hit even 
than the ratepayers of Tipperary or any other 
county by the excessively heavy trafic on the 
ma from which traffic they derived’ no 
efit.

Mr, ©. O'Neill (Tipperary) said that the 
thing was to devise means to make people 
who had commercial cars and used them for 
oe pay a just tax and thus alleviate the 

urden on the local taxpayer. The general 
opinion was that the tax should be on petrol. 

Mr, J. Walsh (Kilkenny) agreed that there 
should be a tax on petrol; The railways 
had salted them in the past, perhaps, but 
they were between the devil and the deep 
sea. They must keep the railways for the 
sake of the farming community, and it was 
a question of making the best of a bad job. 
The money ought to be spread in ah a 
way as to keep up the roads for ordinary 
motor traffic. He also advocated the eptrol 


tax. 
THE TRUNK ROADS. 

Mr, Belton agreed that the trunk roads 

and important main roads should be made a 
national charge. “This was a very large ques- 
tion, and should engage the attention of the 
Legislature. As to the Irish railways, he 
thought they were the dearest system in the 
world, 
Mr. Magee,said that the high rates had 
taken away so many benefits that life on 
Irish land was impossible. They should 
bring pressure to bear on the Government 
for legislation on the lines of the Meath re- 
solution and leave it to the Government to 
work out small details. 

A resolution was eventually passed to the 
effect that the maintenance of the trunk 
roads should be a charge on a central fund. 

The resolution of the Meath Roads Com- 
mittee was referred for consideration to the 
Executive Committee.

CONNAUGAT. 


Mayo Mountain Dugout. — Police and 
detectives visited Nephin Mountain, and dis- 
covered a well-concealed dug-out of recent 
construction, writes our Castlebar Corre- 
spondent. The entrance to the dug-out was 
covered with a furze bush, under which was 
a hole, and a ladder descended six feet into 
the earth to a tunnel eight yards in length, 
and scarcely wide enough to admit a man. 
This gives access to a commodious chamber 
roofed with galvanised sheets on rafters, 
which were supported by heavy timber pillars. 


LEINSTER. 


Purification of Avoca River.—Wexford 
Fishery Conservators have decided to invite 
riparian owners on the Avoca River to con- 
tribute towards the cost of purifying the 
stream, as the Department for Fisheries has 
stated that there are no funds available for 
the purpose. I[t was stated at a Conservators’ 
meeting that Lord Fitzwilliam would have 
bad the work aone some years ago, but owing 
to the circumstances at the time he aban. 
doned the scheme. To pipe the polluted por- 
tion of the river to the sea will cost £4,000. 
The Avoca was once a well-known salmon 
stream, but now no fish can live in the 
polluted waters. The Secretary reported the 
receipt of a grant of £180 for the protection 
of the river in the close season. The Chair- 
man said. that the river would never be pro- 
tected until there was close co-operation be- 
tween the Civic Gnerds and the water bailffs. 

Contradictory Witnesses.—An inquest int 
the death of Margaret Haves. aged 25. cf 
Rearcross, Co. Tipperary, a Dundalk shop 
assistant, who died from injuries sústained in 
a collision with a motor cyclist, John Daniel, 
nf Shercock, Co. Cavan, while cycling at 
Biackrock, Co. Louth, last Sunday. was ad- 
journed on Thursday for further evidence, as 
eve witnesses gave contradictory accounts of 
the accident. Two women said that the de- 
ceased woman and the motor cyclist 
approached each other on their proper sides. 
Miss Haves seemed to “ wobble,”’ and collided 
with the motor cyclist. A male witness said 
that the cyclist and motor cyclist were in 
the centre of the road, and that both lost 
their heads. The inquest proceedings lasted 
for three hours. 

Kilkenny Autumn Show.—Kilkenny Agri- 
cultural Society 's 36th Annual Autumn Show 
will be held on Thursday, September 24. The 
Society has well-equipped grounds outside 
the city boundary, and this year has added 
several new classes for thoroughbreds. There 
are sections for cattle, horses, sheep, goats, 
pigs, butter, honey, poultry, and sugar beet. 

Tullamore Beet-growing Experiments.—The 
beet growing experiment in ‘Tullainore dis- 
trict gives good promise in some areas, but 
in others the results are disappointing, and 
the crop is more or less a Faifare. This is 
attributed to the wet, spring, which made it 
difficult to prepare the land, and prevented 
an early sowing of the seed. Growers, how- 
ever, state that they have every confidence 
in the possibility of growing good crops of 
beet under favourable conditions. Any 
shortage in yield or failure this year does 
not in the least discourage them regarding 
the future of the enterprise. 

Seizures for Rent.—Many seizures were 
made by bailiffs on Thursday in Philipsown, 
King’s County, district, for the non-payment 
of Land Commission annuities. At Dooleys, 
Mountbriscoe, fifty sheep were seized.

SALES IN FREE STATE EXCEED 
£1,500,000. 

The Governor-General and party made a 
special visit to the stand of the Central 
Savings Committee at the Horse Show 
on Thursday. With the Governor-General 
were the Rt. Hon. L. C. Amery, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies; Vice-Admiral Philip 
Andrews, Admiral U.S. European Fleet;

Mr. T. P. Gill, Chairman of the Central 
Savings Committee, received his Excellency 
on behalf of the Central Savings Committee, 
and presented the members of the Committee 
and staff who were in attendance, and Mr. 
George Metcalfe, Vice-Chairman of the newly- 
formed Local Savings Committee of Rath- 
mines.

The decision of the Belfast Water Commis- 
gioners to stop the supply of water to the 
citizens from seven o'clock each evening to 
eight o'clock, in the morning points in a con- 
vincing way to the necessity there is for the 
huge reservoir, which is now being con- 
structed in the Mourne Mountains. 

The rapid growth of Belfast during the 
past fifty years raised a serious question in 
regard to the water supply. Lough Neagh, 
although a huge expanse of water but a short 
distance from the city, was ruled out owing 
to the risk of frequent contamination. Various 
schemes were adopted for providing small 
reservoirs in the hills near the city, but the 
steady advance in population peated each 
in turn inadequate, 

Some years ago the Water Commissioners 
decided that the Mourne Mountains, although 
some distance from the city, provided the 
best source of supply, both in regard to the 
ey of the water and the ibility of 
uture development. Water has n obtained 
from the Mourne Mountains to supplement 
the other city reservoirs as the result of the 
Belfast Water Act of 1893, which enabled 
thirty-five miles of main aqueduct to be con- 
structed, and the Kilkeel and Annalong 
rivers to be tapped. But it is only by the 
construction of the huge reservoir in the 
Silent Valley, some distance from Annalong 
(South Down), that the Mourne scheme could 
be made really effective. This miniature lake 
will give a storage capacity of 3,000 million 
gallons, and, when completed, should relieve 
all anxiety in regard to Belfast's water supply 
for many years to come. 

A contract was entered into in May, 1923, 
with the well-known firm of Messrs. 5S, 
Pearson and Son, London, for the construc: 
tion and completion of this extensive storage 
reservoir and other incidental works in the 
Silent Valley. The contract time is six years, 
with a total period of seven years, dating 
from the lst June, 1923. It will be four years 
at least before the fuil benefit of this extra 
supply will be available for Belfast. The work 
will cost over £1,000,000. 

It is interesting to note that the fifteen 
existing reservoirs of the Commissioners at 
Woodburn, Stoneyford, Knockbracken, and 
Old Park will have a less capacity by 
100,000,000 gallons than this artificial Jake 
which is to cover the centre of the Silent 
Valley. Therefore, once the lake is completed 
and ready to take the mountain floods from 
over 5,000 acres of catchment, all anxiety in 
regard to Belfast's water supply should dis- 
appear, and the inhabitants will be spared 
the unpleasantness and inconvenience caused 
by the restricted water supply during periods 
of dry weather. 

Considerable progress has been made with 
the work in the Silent Valley. A light rail- 
way has been laid from Annalong to the 
valley to convey necessary materials, and 
over six hundred men are engaged clearing 
the way for the erection of the. huge dam 
across the valley. 


TOM MEIGHAN ARRIVES. 


TO MAKE A FILM OF IRISH LIFE. 


Mr. Thomas Meighan, the Irish-American 
film actor, who arrived in Dublin last evening 
from London, was welcomed by large crowds 
and the Carriglea (Artane) Band. 

Mr. Meighan stated that he wanted to show 
Ireland, from the pictorial side, at its best, in 
the romantic story, “Irish Luck,” which he 
had acquired. 

The first scenes of the picture will be taken 
at the Phenix Park Races to-day. Others 
will include Glendalough, Enniskerry, Bray, 
Dalkey and Killiney. Afterwards Cork, Blarney 
Castle, Killarney, Queenstiown and the West 
of Ireland will be visited, where different 
scenes will be laid. Sixteen members of the 
company are now in Dublin, but the leading 
lady, Miss Louis Wilson, will not arrive till 
next week.

He went 
to the top of the house, and in one of the 
rooms there noticed 4 trap-door, which was 
open, and which led into another room below. 
In this room he saw the two accused. The 
ceiling was on a level with the floor of the 
room in which the witness was, and the trap- 
door was the only entrance. He shouted, 


***Hands up!” and entered the room below 


by means of a table and chair.

tained papers described as ' Reports of 
Western Division, Republican Army, May, 
1925" ; two notices signed by someone calling 
himself Chief of Staff, dealing with the ‘‘ Mid- 
land Division,” and dated llth June, 1925.

LIMERICK CASE.

One of the documents dealt with 
a meeting of delegates from various ‘‘ com- 
panies,’’ and the other referred to the state 
of the Volunteer organisation in Limerick and 
Clare. In this document it was stated that 
the organisation in Clare was very poor, and 


that the organisation in Limerick was met 


everywhere with apathy and indifference. 
Both the accused were returned for trial in 
enstody, and refused an offer of bail.

OPERATIONS IN DUBLIN 
MOUNTAINS. 

The inter-company competitions between 
units drawn from the nine Brigades of the 
Army, which began on the Fifteen Acres, 
Phenix Park, on Tuesday last, concluded 
yesterday, so far as drill, physical training 
and guard mounting were concerned. : 

The competing companies now enter upon 
a more strenuous section of the tests. On 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday they will 
be engaged in a route march and tactical 
operations. The former will be eighteen miles 
—from the Hibernian Schools. to the Dublin 
Mountains-—and immediately upon its con- 
clusion the troops will have to engage in 4 
tactical scheme on a large scale. 

These operations, which will inelude field 
firing, will take place over very rough and 
difficult country, and will provide a severe 
test of the stamina of the men taking part 
m them. The area covered by these 
mane@uvres will be about two miles, and the 
men will be in full marching order. 

However, the fine display given by the 
men since the competitions opened gives 
ground for the assumption that next week's 
stiff task will by no means prove to be 
beyond them. The fine promise of the first 
day was more than redeemed by the follow- 
ing days, and the judges were very pleased 
with the material submitted. It is worthy 
of note that the 20th Battalion representa- 
tives gave all commands in Irish.

STARTLING STATEMENT 
AT CLONMEL COUNCLL. 


The Clonmel Corporation discussed the dis- 


tress in the town ME EE “AE on the large 


numbers of unemployed, obilised soldiers 
and mén who have been discharged from work 
owing to reductions of staffs. 

Councillor — (who represents ex-officers 
and men of. the National Army) raised the 
matter on a motion — to the Govern- 

oans for housing, ask- 
ing that the old police barracks be rebuilt, 
and that portion of the military barracks be 
handed over for housing. ° 

He said that there was a terrible state of 
unemployment in the’ borough, and he would 
not say what would happen if relief was not 
forthcoming to mitigate the distress. It was 
up to the Council. to provide means of em- 
ployment. Already two children had died of 
starvation. 

Councillor O'Connor, in seconding, said that 
he regretted to say that unemployment was 
very rife, and if the suggestions in the re- 
solution were carried out the distress, which 
was catising such havoc in homes in the town, 
would be relieved. 

Councillor O'Meara said that the deaths of 
children from starvation showed the serious- 
ness of the situation, 

Councillor Brady (Labour), in supporting 
the motion, said that they were aware not 
alone of deaths from starvation, but that 
children were still dying. Starvation was rife 
through unemployment, and what workmen 
wanted was work, not the dole. 

Alderman Lovett (Independent) agreed, and 
said that everything possible should be done 
to relieve the distress. 

Councillor Henderson said that the Clonmel 
Chamber of Commerce had already passed a 
resolution calling attention to the unemploy- 
ment and the need for relief. 

The Mayor said that the Corporation had 
not been idle ‘in the matter, and were pressing 
the Government for loans to start housing and 
other works. It was a hardship to listen to 
the tales of woe at Committee meetings.. It 
was terrible to find ‘such want in the town. 
There was a great lot of illness brought abcut, 
especially among children, on account of the 
want of nourishing food. The Corporation 
had asked the Local Government Board for 
a loan of £8,000 or £9,000, and they ie ped to 
get more from the Government, making in all 
about £20,000. 

Councillor Ryan’s motion was passed, and 
a deputation was appointed to wait on Mr. 
Burke, Minister of Local Government, when 
he visits Clonmel in the near future. 


FOOD FOR STARVING CHILDREN. 

Recently two women, who were found taking 
potatoes in the Clonmel Asylum garden, said 
that they wanted food for starving children. 
Only. about ome hundred persons are in re- 
ceipt of the dole, hundreds being out of 
benefit.

TRESPASS AND DAMAGE. 


Patrick Casey, a former member of the 
Roval Irish Constabulary, prosecuted Francis 
Murphy, of Waterford, yesterday, for- tres- 
pass and maljcious damage. 

Casey said that he had been much 
abused by the defendant and others in con- 
nection with acts of trespass on a field at the 
back of his house. When he fenced the 
field, Murphy broke down the fence with a 
hatchet, and said that he would do- nine 
months in jail rather than allow Casey to 
secure the field. Casey said that because he 
was an ex-member of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary people thought that he would be 
afraid to defend himself. He had been sub- 
jected to annoyance “ since the beginning of 
the Irish troubles.”

with byx a special committee; the moneys 
to be expended on various forms of publicity, 
such as Press advertising, posters, folders, 
maps, films, etc. 

e Association has undertaken to have its 
accounts audited by an anditor of the Minis- 
ter for Local Government and Public 
Health, and the object it has in view is to 
get the local authorities to co-operate with 
it by pooling the moneys raised by the ód. 
rate, which they have power to levy for ad- 
vertising under the Local Government Act, 
and agree to the amount being spent by the 
Association as the recognised body for the 
purpose of advertising the amenities of the 
country, the expenditure to be decided upon 
by the Council of the Association. It is in- 
tended that publicity should take the form 
of a national scheme on incorporated lines, 
the various bodies co-operating, so that 
publicity will be not only more economically 
carried out, but achieved with more effec- 
tive results.

“The Eree State Civil Service requires at 
least one hundred more clerical officers. It is 
announced that eandidates will be examined 
on December ist at Dublin, Cork, Galway, 
Limerick, Waterford, Dundalk and Sligo. 
Malé candidates must be between 16 and 19 
years of age, and female candidates between 


117 and 19. The female candidates must ‘be 


unmarried or widows. 

With. the appointment of the successful 
candidates a new scale of salaries for clerical 
workers will come into force. Unmarried men 
will receive about 25 per cent. less than those 
at present in the service, and women clerks 
will receive exactly the same amount. The 
following is the scale, which, of course, will 
not apply to existing officers :-— 

Men (Unmarried) and Women—£60 (on 
entry), rising to £70 at 18 years of age, and 
thence by annual increments of £5 to £150 
per annum, with an efficiency bar at £120. 

Married Men—Men on marriage after they 
have attained the age of 25 years will be 
placed at the appropriate point on the scale— 
£120 at 25 years of age, and thence by annual 
increments of -£10—£140,£7 10% —£200 per 
annum, with an efficiency bar at £155, and 
will receive a lump sum payment on marriage 
equivalent to twelve months’ back pay of the 
difference between the salaries on the old and 
the new scales. In addition, allowances (sub- 
ject To a total maximuni.of £60) will be pay- 
able in respect of each dependent child up to 
16 years, or in the case of invalid children

SAVING FLAX SEED. 


- 


RESEARCF PROGRESS IN THE 
NORTH. 

The Linen Industry Research Association 
of Northern Ireland has done much of late to 
make flax-growing more remunerative to the 
grower, and now, at its suggestion, there 
has been introduced a simple machine for 
removing the flax seed prior to retting, 
which, 1f adopted, it is hoped, will enable 
farmers to secure an increased return from 
thetr crop. 

The machine trims off the capsules while 
the flax—still in the green state—is in small 
bundles, or ‘‘ beets,’ by means of a band 
knife operated by a treadle.. By this means 
a considerable proportion .of., the . seed 
capsules are cut off together with the short 
branches to which thev are attached, which 
from the “ bough” or head of the flax plant. 
These are collected together and plaved in a 
drying rack of very simple construction, 
where ‘they are allowed to ripen while the 
trimmed beets go forward in the usual way 
to be retted. 

After witnessing a demonstration at the 
Research Institute; Lambeg, Co. Antrim, the 
general opinion of a large number of farmers 
and linen trade representatives was that the 
metHod of ripening the seed advocated offered 
great possibilities, and it. was suggested that 
it should be tried under, practical conditions, 
if possible, this season. As

The Need for Economy. 


“If the nation does not prosper, the 
whole scale of living must be reduced,” 
said Mr, Winston Churchill in the House 
of Commons yesterday. The Chancellor 
drew a gloomy picture of the state ol 
British finances. Economy is demanded, 
but, he said, economy must be practised 
all round. Never did pleasure-seeking 
occupy the public mind more fully than 
when expensive holidays, gay 
all manners of 


to-day, 
attire, motoring and 
amusement are enjoyed as if Britain were 
in the heyday of prosperiay instead of the 
shadow of depression. Mr. Churchill 
announced the names of the committee 
which is to overhaul the administrative 
expenditure of the three Services, but he 
held out small hope of sufficient reduc- 
tions to bring about a marked fall in 
taxation. This committee was promised 
by the Government as a set-off to the 
decision to embark: this year, instead 
of next, on the building of new cruisers. 
Britain cannot afford to relax the 
strength of the Service which guards 
the routes of her sea-borne traffic; 
yet there was so strong a feeling of the 
need to reduce expenditure that the Prime 
Minister, in securing the vote for the 
cruisers, was forced to promise a fresh 
effort to impose drastic economy. Mr. 
Churchill, however, showed how narrow is 
the margin of national expenditure in 
which retrenchment can be made. Before 
the war Britain’s annual expenditure was 
about 200 million pounds. To-day it is 
roughly 800 millions. Roughly half of this 
vast difference is attributable to debt 
charges, which are the burden imposed by 
the Great War. When these are sub- 
tracted there is a present expenditure on 
Supply Services of 373 millions, which in 
pre-war values would be only 214 millions, 
or not much more than the pre-war figure. 


The British nation must realise the need 
fo. the economy that begins at home. At 
the moment that the Chancellor is being 
asked to reduce expenditure the Ex- 
chequer is presented with a demand for 
from £10,000,000 to £20,000,000 for a 
subsidy to the coal mines. To-day, as Mr. 
Churchill said, the world is happily free 
of the proximate danger of war between 
great Powers. The British Army, accord- 
ingly, is costing the nation the minimum 
expense which can be expected until the 
glad day comes when war shall be no 
more. An undertaking has been given to 
effect special economies to compensate for 
the cost of th: cruisers which have been 
found necessary for the maintenance of 
the normal strength of the Navy. Ex- 
penditure on the Air Forces is not large, 
and Mr. Churchill hints at possible reduc- 
tions. Thus small saving can be expected 
on the cost of the fighting Services. It is 
chiefly in the Civil Services that the reduc- 
tions can be made, but.it is doubtful when. 
the most drastic economy and the sacrifice 
of many an office that is doing good work 
fo: the nation could save the Exchequer 
much more than it has lost by the conflict 
in the mining industry. Overshadowing 
al’ the endeavours of the Chancellor and 
the Government is the vast mass of debt 
incurred by a struggle in which Britain's 
very existence was at stake. The men of 
Britain should not grudge the treasure 
that was poured out to preserve all that 
was dear to them for their children; but 
they should recognise that the nation 
cannot go on living as though it had 
suffered no losses. 

Britain to-day is grappling with the 
crisis of her fortunes, and we do not doubt 
that the sane patriotism of the English 
character wi'l overcome the difficulties 


Sacrifice will not be shirked when its 
necessity is realised. A succession of 
Chancellors since the Armistice has 
brcught down British Government ex- 
penditure until, as Mr. Churchill said, 
it is now relatively but little higher than 
before the war. The task to-day is to 
bring down the cost of living, and thus 
to restore, as far as may be, the pre-war 
standards under which British industry 
was better able than now to compete with 


economy. "Expenditure in the Free State 
has bebn reduced since 1922-25, it is true, 
by the large sums which have been saved 
by the cessation of armed conflict. The 
cest of the Army during the period of 
strife, however; was a wholly abnormal 
expenditure, and citizens look to the 
Government to enforce economies in all 
normal services. Unhappily, expenditure 
has not been brought down, but rather 
ha; shown, and still shows, a tendency to 
increase under all departments of the 
State. This must be changed. We would 
li". to see a committee like that set up 
by the British Government under Lord 
Celwyn to overhaul expenditure in Free 
State Services. If Mr. Blythe could 
show us drastic reductions in the cost 
of: Free State administration, he would 
be able to copy Mr. Churchill in appealing 
for All-round economy among the people. 


The Lane Pictures. 


The report of the Cgmmission which was 
set up to inquire into the question of the 
Lane pictures is in the hands of the 
Free State Government, and, although it 
has not yet been published, the general 
trend of its findings are an open secret. 
The position in regard to this splendid 
collection of paintings is well known. The 
late Sir Hugh Lane executed a will leaving 
the pictures to London; but just before 
he sailed for the United States and left 
Ireland for the last time, he drew up a 
codicil revoking his decision, and declaring 
his desire to bequeath his collection to 
the Dublin Gallery, Unfortunately, this 
codicil was not witnessed according to legal 
requirements, and Sir Hugh Lane died, 
leaving it in a technically unfinished 
state. Ever since that time—now ten 
years ago—the matter has been kept before 
the British public. Every Chief Secretary 
was approached in turn and urged to 
secure the return of the pictures to 
Dublin ; but war conditions and other pre- 
occupations always interfered with the 
settlement of the problem, and nothing 
was done. Finally, however, a Com- 
mission was established by the British 
Government. Its principal task was to 
discover whether or not Sir Hugh Lane 
believed, when he wrote and signed the 
famous codicil, that it was a legal docu- 
ment; and, apparently, it has no doubt 
at all on this fact. Everybody knows that 
Sir Hugh Lane did want the pictures to 
be restored to Dublin. ‘We understand, 
however. that the Commission, while 
admitting freely that the testator’s wish 
was perfectly clear, reiterates the fact 
that the document in question has no 
legal worth. Before anything can be done 
to send the pictures back to Dublin legisla- 
tion must be passed in the British Parlia- 
ment; and we are informed that the 
Commission does not recommend that such 
legislation should be introduced. The net 
result of the Commission’s inquiries, there- 
fore, seems to be that, while the Com- 
mission agrees that Dublin morally has 
every right to the pictures, they are likely 
to remain in London. Every lover of art 
in this country will deplore the fact, if 
it be a fact; but the situation is so in- 
volved that any other decision, from the 
legal point of view, would be almost im- 
possible. The Wills Act governing the 
whole problem is. extremely complicated, 
and even the most acute lawyers are chary 
of tinkering with it in any way. An ex- 
ception in the case of the Lane pictures 
might create a precedent that would have 
all sorts of serious results; and when one 
remembers that the British Commission 
has been dealing purely with. legalities, 
one can appreciate its attitude. On the 
other hand, Dublin’s moral claim to the 
pictures is uncontested. We have no right 
to them, through an unfortunate oversight 
on the part of the testator ; but the British 
public, which is renowned for its fairness, 
would be the first to recognise the strength 
of our request for their return. If ever 
the Lane pictures are returned to Dublin, 
we shall get them as an act of grace. Too 
much stress cannot be laid on that point. 
We all want them badly; for they con- 
stitute one of the finest collections in 
existence. We all hope that some day our 
wishes will be gratified ; but in the mean- 
time, while Ireland's duty is to press her 
claims as strongly as possible, the diff- 
culties of the situation must not le 


ignored. 


The Horse Show, 


The Dublin Horse Show, which came 
to an end yesterday, has broken all 
previous “' records.” We live in a 
“ record-breaking’’ age, and have become 
accustomed to achievements of surpassing 
greatness ; but every Irishman must rejoice 
at the remarkable success which has re- 
warded the work of the Royal Dublin 
Society. The total number of people who 
visited the Horse Show this year aoe 
67,129. In 1923 it was 52,000, in 1924 it 
was 59,000, and in the greatest of all pre- 
war years—in 1897, when the present 
King, then Duke of York, visited Balls- 
bridge, the attendance for the four days 
was 66,167. These figures are really sur- 
prising. Social life in Ireland has been 
on the downward grade for many years 
Large numbers of the old gentry have left 
the country. Others have become im- 
poverished and are living in retirement. 
A new generation has arisen which 
possesses neither the wealth nor the 
capacity for spending it of the generation 
which preceded it. Yet, the Dublin Horse 
Show is more popular to-day than ever it 
was before. Most of the credit for the 
great \success of the Show is due to the 
Royal Dublin Society itself. It is never 
satisfied. Every year sees some new de- 
velopment of its interests, some new im- 
provement ‘n its Shows. It is the one 
institution in this country that has main- 
tained an ever-increasing standard of ex- 
cellanea during recent years. Every Show 
has been better than the last, and it is 
fairly ‘safe to predict that the best has 
not yet been reached. The technical 
interest in this year's Show has’ been 
greater than ever. 
has imaugurated an epoch in the 
history of Irish bloodstock, and the best 
experts declare that the future of this 
important industry is incalculable. We 
congratulate the Royal Dublin Society on 
its striking success, and would remind the 
general public of the debt which it owes 
to this ancient and worthy institution, I 
i has kept its flag flying throughout the 
darkest days of our country’s destiny; 
and we rejoice to-day in the knowledge 
that its faith in Ireland has been fully 
justified.

Mr. George Birmingham observes in one 
of his recent books that nothing is more 
pleasing bh a national festival which 
has survived, nothing more pitiable than 
a national festival, formerly dead, but now 
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éan point proudly to the Welsh Fistedd- 
fodau as proof of his assertion. — The first 
Eisteddfod of which we have any account 
illustrates happily the acute mentality 
associated with the Welsh race. Maelgwr 
Gwynedd, a prince of North Wales, 
desiring to prove the superiority of vocal 
over instrumental music, is recorded to. 
have offered a prize to such bards and 
minstrels as should swim over the River 
Conway. Several competitors entered ; 
but, on arrival at the opposite shore, the 
harpers found that owing to the injuries 
caused by the water to their harps, they 
were unable to play, while their rivals 
were, of course, unaffected. Between 1681 
and 1819, however, no general Eisteddfod 
was held, and it was during those years 
that Welsh nationality was at its lowest 
ebb. From 1819 to the present day 
festivals have been held annuully and 
with ever-increasing success. To-day 
Ficteddfodau occupy a unique niche in 
the halls of fame. Yet even here 
has the commercial spirit of the age 
gained entrance. Thousands of people 
from all over Great Britain attend, and, 
as many of these can speak no Welsh, a 
large portion of the public proceedings are 
conducted in English. Prominent men 
are invited, who use the Congress as a 
platform for the utterance of speeches 
dealing with subjects far removed from 
bardism and Welsh language and customs. 
The -Eisteddfod is becoming a “ show,” 
and a remarkably successful one; but if it 
be commercialised further it will lose in- 
evitably some of its character.

When Mr. Churchill announced the 
composition of the Economy Committee in 
the House of Commons to-day it came as 
a surprise that Lord Colwyn is to be the 
chairman and not Lord Chalmers. . The 
latter and Lord Bradbury are to be the 
other members of the Committee. There 
is now a two-fold attack on the spending 
departments; for the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is doing his utmost to secure a 
reduction in the estimates, while the 
Colwyn Committee, with the powers given 
it, will conduct a searching examination 
into all outgoings. Mr. Churchill has 
recently sent a letter to each oe pag 
asking whether it had ever carried out the 
recommendations of the Geddes Economy 
Committee, and, if not, why not? A 
speedy answer is required. The general 
idea in Government departments is that 
the limit has been reached in cheeseparing, 
and that staffs can be reduced no further 
unless there is a radica] alteration in the 
duties. A simplification of duties through- 
out the services might well form the 
subject matter of an inquiry; for to the 
layman there appears to be a great amount 
of wastage still in evidence. 

The House of Commons was a deserted 
place to-day. Few members lingered to 
listen in the’ Chamber, and the Jobbies 
and corridors were empty: There was 
such a holiday look about the place that 
parties of Boy Scouts and ‘other visitors 
attempted to march into Palace Yard, 
only to be turned back by the police. 
Usually the yard is occupied by rows. of 
motor cars belonging to members, but at 
three o'clock this afternoon. the. only 
occupants were half-a-dozen pigeons and 
one policeman. 

Proposed “‘ Cat” in Incomes. 

A. few nights ago a member of the House 
of Commons suggested that one oí the 
best plans to restore national prosperity 
would be a reduction of the salaries of 
everybody by five per cent., including those 
of Cabinet Ministers and members of 
Parliament. A somewhat similar -sugges- 
tion is made to-day in a pophlar news- 
paper, but the reduction advocated is 
twenty-five per cent. That there is some- 
thing good in the idea is certain, but the 
difficulty in getting any such scheme 
adopted would be in the ignorance of 
those who would not see that prices would 


| fall in every direction, and that the good 


old days they talk of might possibly 
return. A cut of twenty-five per cent., 
however, would scarcely be necessary; for 
ten per cent. would after a few months 
give trade an impetus that would surprise 
everybody. 


The Holiday Exodus. 


Friday before the 12th of August is 
usually a busy time for the railways 
between London and Seotland, and to-day 
was no exception; for many of the 
principal trains were duplicated, and the 
7.20 this evening from Euston to the 
North was run in four portions. The 
quantity of baggage being transported ap- 
peared to be greater than ever, and several 
additional luggage vans were attached to 
each train; for, apart from guns, dogs and 
personal effects, there was quite a quantity 
of furniture. It would appear as though 
the old-time severe simplicity of the shoot- 
ing box is disappearing in favour of more 
elaborately furnished apartments. 


French Premier's Visit. 


It is understood that the forthceming 
visit of M. Briand to London is for the 
purpose of discussing not only the pact of 
security, but also the war debt question. 
The financial experts who were over here 
last week were instructed by M. Briand, 
as well as by M. Caillaux, the French 
Finance Minister, and immediately on 
their return to Paris after a failure to 
arrange any terms attacks on this country 
were resumed in the newspapers controlled 
by M. Caillaux. This did not escape 
notice on this side, and it may be that it 
has something to do with the coming of M. 
Briand instead of the Minister of Finance. 
It probably will be found that M. Briand 
will come prepared to make an offer of 
ten millions a year—an advance on the six 
millions offered by the experts, but not 
sufficient to secure the acceptance of the 
British Treasury. 


The Trouble in Syria. 


The French war in Syria. against the 
Druses seems to have taken many French- 
men by surprise, but to those who know 
the character and the people of the Jebel 
Hauran, the surprising thing is that it has 
kept quiet so long. Even.in' the days of 
the Turks the Druses were a most trouble- 
se sect, and repeated efforts to enforce 
conscription upon them were unavailing. 
Their country is extremely difficult for 
troops, sand in this respect their. 
mountains and caves present the same 
obstacles to French aeroplanes as do those 
of Kurdistan to the R.A.F. in Iraq. In 
summer, moreover, the heat is excessive 


French have evacuated Suneida and the 
Southern Hauran is proof of their tact; 
but, in view of similar experiences else- 
er In the 
British mandated térritory of Trans- 
jordania, however, there is no cause for 
anxiety; for the Druses are by no means 
beloved of the Arabs of Transjordania, 
and their rising against the French is in 
no sense racial or religious, but. rather 
social, in that they resent interference 
with their feudal rights. The whole 
incident, however, lends colour to the 
rumour recently rife in Middle Eastern 
quarters that the French would. like to 
hand over to the British the administra- 
tion of Syria in part payment of their 
war debt, but whether this country would 
jump at such an offer is a. different 
matter.

DECREASED TRAFFIC 


RESULT OF DEPRESSED TRADE 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde, late 
Chairman of the Dublin South-Eastern 
Company, when asked by an /rish Times 
representative what he thought of it, said 
that the directors of the amalgamated rail- 
ways had adopted’ the only policy that 
they could adopt in view of the falling off 
of the earnings of their undertakings. He 
pointed out that it was not correct to say 
that the old Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railway had not paid a dividend last year. 
During his chairmanship of three years 
and before it the Ordinary shareholders 
had received one per cent. 

Continuing, he said. that decidedly the 
railways were not paying their way. There 
was a great decrease in traffic, due to a 
considerable extent to last year’s bad 
harvest. That followed on a period of{ ¥ 
great depression in Irish agriculture. 


EXCEEDINGLY DIFFICULT. 

“ What do you think «re the prospects 
for the future?” 

“First of all, I might say 
my opinion, the railway situation-in this 
country is not generally recognised. It 
is a small country, with our principal 
manufactures situated on the coast. Our 
mainstay is argiculture, and that hasnot 
been in a flourishing condition for some 
years past. Then there is heavy taxation, 
national and local, and a great increase 
in the cost of. working the railways, ! all 
adding together to make the railway 
situation an exceedingly difficult one. 
With the main traffic seaborne, the rail- 
ways to a large extent ‘ave to depend on 
the distribution traffic. There is no great 
possibility of developing that traffic, 
because the amount of goods that we pro- 
more or less a

duce or consume )s 
stationary quantity.’ 

He believed that eventually there will 
be savings effected by the amalgamation, 
but there will be no immediate savings 
to have an appreciable effect on the 
adverse situation. He was afraid that 
the holders of railway stock were in for 
a few lean years unless the business of 
the country improved and _ taxation is 
reduced considerably. Just when they 
were sufficiently badly hit the railways 
had to face the competition of the motor 
for goods and passenger traffic, and that} ™ 
was becoming a serious matter, indeed. 

“ A very important factor is,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ that the purchasing power of 
the farming community generally has 
been curtailed enormously by the high 
cost of living the results of two 
disastrous harvests.

doing, and the decline in the use of 
fertilisers has meant a serious loss to the 


railways.’ 


THREE GOOD HARVESTS WANTED. 

“Do you think that the Government 
will do anything to tide the railways over 
to better times?” 

“ Tf the Government gives a subsidy or 
anything of that sort it will be merely 
robbing Peter to pay Paul. The taxpayer 
will have to pay it, and, in my humble 
judgment, he is already over-burdened. 
I have calculated it out that three years 
of good harvests, following one after the 
other, will put our farming population on 
their feet and in a position to circulate 
money. That is the hope for the railway 
shareholders.” 
' Im conclusion, he stated that he had 
not sold any of his railway shares, and 
did not intend to sell. Those shares will 
come.back to their value again, but it 
will be a matter of years. Having regard 
to the development of road motor traffic, 
he would not be surprised to see some of 
their railways abandoned altogether.

rTTHE passing of the Ordinary and the 

Preference dividends by the Great 
Southern Railway, who had to Withdraw 
£207,000 from the amount received under 
the Irish Railways (Settlement of Claims) 
Act, 1921,. in order to pay the interim 
dividend on the Guaranteed Preference 
Stock, focusses attention on the serious 
condition of the Irish railways. 

Prominent Irish railway authorities, 
interviewed yesterday, expressed the 
opinion -hat the high wages bill, coupled 
with the depressed state of the trade of 
the country, had made the position of the 
railways a serious one, and that, unless 
Labour agreed to a reduction in wages or 
an extension in working hours, especially 
in the country districts, some of the 
services might have to be curtailed on the 
smaller lines, if not discontinued alto- 
gether. 

The only alternative to this was that 
the Government, which had compelled the 
amalgamation of the vailways, should come 
to the assistance of the company. 

The withdrawal of the money from a 
fund which had been reserved for the 
renewal of rolling-stock and the per- 
manent ways would mean that this work 
would have tr be paid for out of revenue. 
High wages and taxation, following a 
succession of poor harvests, have seriously 
affected ths position of all the railways, 
and there is no immediate prospect cf 
much improvement until the agricultural 
community is again on its feet.

RESULT OF DEPRESSED TRADE 

Sir Thomas Grattan Esmonde, late 
Chairman of the Dublin South-Eastern 
Company, when asked by an Irish Times 
representative what he thought of it, said 
that the directors of the amalgamated rail- 
ways had adopted the only policy that 
they could adopt in view of the falling off 
of the earnings of their undertakings. He 
pointed out that it was not correct to say 
that the old Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railway had not paid a dividend last year. 
During his chairmanship of three years 
and before it the Ordinary shareholders 
had receiyed one per cent. 

Continuing, he said that decidedly the 
railways were not paying their way. There 
was a gréat decrease in traffic, due to a 
considerable extent to last year’s bad 
harvest. That followed on a period of 
great depression in Irish agriculture. 


EXCEEDINGLY DIFFICULT. 

“ What do you think sre the prospects 
for the future” 

“First of all, I might say that, in 
my opinion, the railway situation in this 
country is not generally recognised. It 
is a small country, with our principal 
manufactures situated on the coast. Our 
mainstay is argiculture, and that has not 
been in a flourishing condition for some 
years past. Then there is heavy taxation, 
national and local, and a great increase 
in the cost of working the railways, all 
adding together to make the railway 
situation an exceedingly difficult one. 
With the main traffic seaborne, the rail- 
ways to a large extent have to depend on 
the distribution trafic. There is no great 
possibility of developing that traffic, 
because the amount of goods that we pro- 
duce vr consume is more or less a 
stationary quantity.’ 

He believed that eventually there will 
be savings effected by the amalgamation, 
but there will be no immediate savings 
to have an appreciable effect on the 
adverse situation. He was afraid that 
the holders of railway stock were in for 
a few lean years unless the business of 
the: country improved and _ taxation is 
reduced considerably. Just when they 
were sufficiently badly hit the railways 
had to face the competition of the motor 
for goods and passenger traffic, and that 
was becoming a serious matter, indeed. 

“ Avery important factor is,’ he con- 
tinued, “ that the purchasing power of 
the farming. community generally has 
been curtailed enormously by the high 
cost of. living and the results of two 
disastrous harvests. When the farmer is 
short of money the railways, in common 
with everyone else, feel it. Tillage 
farmers now cannot <fford to manure 
their land as they were in the habit of 
doing, and the decline in the use of 
fertilisers has meant a serious loss to the 
railways.”’ 


THREE GOOD HARVESTS WANTED. 

“Do you think that the Government 
will do anything to tide the railways over 
to better times?” 

“ Tf the Government gives a subsidy or 
anything of that sort it will be merely 
robbing Peter to pay Paul. The taxpayer 
wills have to pay it, and, in my humble 
judgment, he is already over-burdened. 
I have calculated it out that three years 
of good harvests, following one after the 
other, will put our farming population on 
their feet and in a position to circulate 
money. That is the hope for the railway 
shareholders.”’ 

In conclusion, he stated that he had 
not sold any of his railway shares, and 
did pot intend to sell. Those shares will 
come back to their value again, but it 
will be a matter of years. Having regard 
to the development of road motor traffic, 
he would not be surprised to see some of 
their railways abandoned altogether.

CLONTARF WORKS, 

The Chairman, Senator Moran (President 
of the Greater Dublin Reconstruction Move- 
ment), in o»ening the conference, said :— 

“It falls to my lot, as President of the 
Greater Dublin Movement, to thank the 
various bodies represented at thi; rather 
unique meeting for their ready acceptance of 
our invitation. The business of the confer- 
ence is indicated upon the agenda -vhich has 
been circulated; but it perhaps is desirable 
that I should offer you a brief explanation 
as to why we, as a voluntary: association, 
have ventured to take the initiative “in 
matters which are primarily the business of 
the local authorities concerned. 

“More than a year ago we asked repre- 
sentatives of the Dublin Corporation and of 
the Port and Docks Board to meet us in 
order to discuss certain proposals in which 
both these bodies were directly concerned, 
but as to which neither body felt themselves 
free to take the initiative. The result of 
that conference was an agreement which is 
now upon the point of being put into execu- 
tion in connection with large works of re- 
clamation and other improvements in the 
e East Wall. We 
were, therefore, encouraged to believe that a 
Similar initiative in other matters might be 
useful. 

“Since then the Government have af 

inted the Greater Dublin Commission of 
nquiry, who are labouring hard to prepare 
a scheme which we hope will remove most, 
if not all, of the anomalies which—I think 
we will all agree—now prevail in local 
government affairs in the County of Dublin. 


NEW HOUSES AND ROADS. 

“While it is our desire and intention to 
assi ; the Commission by every means in 
our power in their extremely difficult task, 
we feel that our special work lies in con- 
tinuing our efforts to secure working agree- 
ments between existing local authorities upon 
argent questions of practical importance: In 
doing so we believe that we may hein to 
indicate lines of solution for many of the 
difficulties with which the Commission is 
faced. We believe ‘hat agreement and co- 
operation are infinitely better than any form 
of compulsion. 

“ As to some of the immediate questions 
which appear upon our agenda I can, per- 
haps, speak with some special personal know- 
ledge. As one of the oldest residents in 
Clontarf—and one who represented that area 
for many years in Dublin Corporation—I 
have been frankly surprised to observe ‘its 
development within the last two or three 
years. For some reason, which I cannot 
altogether understand, the people of Dublin 
have suddenly discovered that the ‘‘ Green 
Lanes’’ of Clontarf and Dollymount are very 
desirable places to live in. Many hundreds 
of houses have been built, and we have 
practically reached the point at which build- 
ing must be stopped or new roads con- 
structed. 

THE VELVET STRAND. 

‘* These roads cannot stop at the city 
boundary. So quickly are the people learn- 
ing the value of the motor ‘bus that builders 
are already pushing their way into rural 
areas and demanding water supplies, drain- 
age facilities, and other civic services which 
must sooner or later be supplied. 

“ Not alone is this true of the city 
boundary, Howth and Sutton, on the other 
side, are expanding to meet Dollymount. 
Further north, Portmarnock, with its incom- 
parable ‘ Velvet Strand,’ has quite obviously 
reached the point at which its demands for 
water, drainage and other urban services 
are becoming irresistible. 

“ Not only, therefore, has the time come 
| at which unified plans should be prepared 
for water, drainage and lighting services 
along the coast from Dollymount to Malahide, 
but the provision of road approaches 
these various points, and to the country 
which surrounds them, is a matter of con- 
siderable importance and urgency. Indeed,

In a very large measure upon the design and 
provision of adequate transport facilities.

SAILING BOAT 
CAPSIZES. 


THREE ISLE OF WIGHT 
VISITORS DROWNED. 


Three lives were lost in a sailing accident 
off Colwell Bay, Isle of Wight, yesterday 
morning. 

Caught in a tide eddy, a boat containing 
a party of London visitors capsized, throwing 
the occupants into the water. John Herbert 
Willis, of High street, Walthamstow; John 
Attree, of Chisholm road, Stoke Newington, 
both aged 23, and the latter’s sister, Constance 
Beatrice Attree, aged 20, were drowned, the 
two' men in a gallant attempt to save Miss 
Attree, who was unable to swim, and who 
dragged them under. The other occupants 
of the boat. Lilian Maud Willis and Evelyn 
Elizabeth. Willis, sisters of John Willis, were 
saved. 

The survivors told Pressmen after the 
accident that the party hired a 14-ft. open 
sailing boat at Colwell Beach with the inten- 
tion of sailing up the Solent. Their brother 
was steering, and all went well for about 
a quarter of an hour. There was very little 


between Hurst Castle and the island shore 
they were suddenly caught in a tide eddy. 
The boat whirled round several times and 
then capsized. ! 

They clung to the upturned boat while 
their brother and John Attree went to the 
assistance of Miss Attree, who could not 
swim. Owing to her struggles they were un- 
able to cet her back to the boat. and all three 
were drowned. The two girls held on to the 
boat, and just as they were determined to 
try to swim ashore a War Department tug 
came in sight and quickly picked them up. 

Cantain Crabb and the crew of the tug 
found their brother’s body nnder the boat, 
got it aboard the tug quickly, and. tried 
artificial respiration for an hour without 
success. The girls were taken to Yarmouth, 
where they were supplied with dry clothing, 
and then sent back to their lodgings at 
Freshwater. 


HIGH COMMISSIONER FOR 
CANADA.

VISIT TO BELFAST. 


The Right Hon. Peter C. Larkin, High 
Commissiéner for Canada, left Dublin yester- 
day morning for Belfast, where he was met on 
his arrival by Sir James Craig, the Northern 
Prime Minister, and a number of citizens, and 
welcomed to the city. 

Afterwards Mr. Larkin and the members of 
his party drove to Mountstewart, where they 
are the guests of the Marquis and Marchioness 
of Londonderry. 

To-day Mr. Larkin will embark on the 
Megantic, which is sailing from Belfast Lough 
for Quebec. He is taking with him a historic 
souvenir, which has been presented to the 
Canadian city by the Municipality of 
Hastings. | 

Following the surrender of the City of 
Ouebec to the British on the 8th September, 
1759, one of Wolfe's. generals removed the 
escutcheon from the city gate, and on his 
return home presented the trophy to Hastings, 
his native town, where it remained until 
recently. The Hastings Municipality decided 
to return the trophy to Quebec, and Mr. 
Larkin is taking it over with him on the 
Megantic, the historic souvenir having been 
placed on board at Liverpool. 

Since the trophy was handed over to Mr. 
Larkin he has caused. to be attached to it a 
small strip inscription to the effect that it 
was handed over by the then Mayor of 
Hastings (Mr. W. J. Fellows), to the High 
Commissioner, as a gift to the City of Quebec, 
in 1925. The Prime Minister of Canada has 
notified Mr. Larkin that he intends to meet 
at Quebec the Megantic, and the citizens are 
arranging a great public reception for the 
occasion. A replica of the escutcheon has 
been presented to the Borough of Hastings.

VISITING ARCHBISHOP’S 


IMPRESSIONS. 


That the Government had succeeded better 
than any other Government in the world 
had done in aiding the nation’s progress and 
in developing the country’s resources, was 
the opinion expressed yesterday to a Press 
representative by the Most Rev. Dr. Curley, 
Archbishop of Baltimore, who has arrived in 
Athlone on his annual visit to his mother 
at Golden Island. 

His Grace, who had an andience of the 
Pope last week, arrived in Dublin on Mon- 
day, when he dined with Mr. John 
McCormack. He stayed as the guest of 
President Cosgrave on Tuesday might. 

“Dublin is a magnificent city,” he de- 
clared. “I never remember seeing before 
such crowds as thronged the metropolis this 
week. The prosperous appearance of the 
capita] is an indication of the advance made 
during recent years." 

His Grace was optimistic about the present 
anu future state of the country. The mar- 
vellous improvement all round, he declared, 
was obvions. 

“The Government is doing its work for 
the people, and the people’s future rests in 
their own lands. if they take their re- 
sponsibikties seriously, and combine together 
and devote themselves to the’ business of pro- 
duction, the nation’s future is safe.” 

Stating that there must be a reduction in 
the consumption of luxuries, the Archbishop 
observed that there was great need for a 
cutting down of the expenditure on drink. 

The amount of money spent annually on 
intoxicating liquor was, to his mind, ap- 
palling—much more than enough to. finance 
the Shannon scheme and other Government 
‘projects. . The average American, he said, 
was aghast .at the amount of liquor con- 
sumed in Ireland, and at the number of 
houses engaged in the licensed trade. For 
the proper development of the nation it was 
necessary that this expenditure of public 
money on a harmful luxury should be greatly 
minimised. 


Speaking on the question of the Irish 


language, he observed that it was a great 
ileal asset. He doubted, however, that 
it would ever become the principal . tongue 
of the conntry. The aims of the people 
should be bi-lingualism. English was spoken 
the world over, and nations weré learning it 


would be a bad business for the people to 
ade the policy advocated by extremists.

LAND. COMMISSION’S 


BLOW TO A NATIONAL 
INDUSTRY. 


RELAND’'S horse breeding industry, as 
the Royal Dublin Society's Show has 
demonstrated, never was in a more 
flourishing condition than it is to-day; 
but, according to the Irish Thoroughbred 
Horse Breeders’ Association, its prosperity 
is threatened ‘y the activities of the Land 
Commission. 

It appears that the Commission proposes 
to take the Rathmoyle Stud Farm for 
division into small holdings. The: Associa- 
tion has issued a vigorous protest against 
this proceeding, It points out that, if the 
precedent of compulsory acquisition be 
established, no stud farm wil] be safe, 
and that the consequences to the industry, 
in which huge sums have been invested, 
will be exceedingly serious,

COMMISSION’S ACTION 


ASSOCIATION’S STRONG 
PROTEST. 


The following statement is issued by the 
Irish Thoroughbred Horse Breeders and 
Owners’ Association :'— 

A matter of very grave concern to owners 
and breeders ‘of horses has arisen in connec: 
tion” with the Rathmoyle Stud, Edenderry, 
King’s County, which is owned by Mr. F. B. 
O'Toole. Some time ago the Irish “Land 
Commission served notice on Mr. O'Toole that 
his stud would be compulsorily ac uired and 
split unto small holdings. Mr. O oole pro- 
tested against any such action, and has placed 
the facts of the case before the Irish 
Thoroughbred Horse’ Breeders’ and Owners 
Association, whose committee, having. con- 
sidered the matter, has decided to use its 
utmost effort to organise ‘public opinion to 
protect the interests of one of the very few 
Irish industries which is prospering. 

Some twenty years ago the uo. 

operty was purchased by a Scotsman, Mr. 
3 Rait slg now deceased, and he bred 
many useful winners at the stud, on which he 
laid out a lot of money on stabling, improving 
the lands, fencing paddocks, etc., and 
established two high-class sires at the place— 

Mountain Apple and Mirador. 


IMPROVETIENTS. 

Mr. Kerr erected fifty or sixty boxes for 
brood mares visiting the stallions, and built a 
covered-over and enclosed stud-yard.— The 
area of the farm—apart from the buildings 
and private grounds—is approximately 210 
acres. During his ownership of the place 
there was never any suggestion that it would 
be compulsorily acquired and split up into 
small holdings; but shortly after his demise, 
and when Mr. O’Toole had bought it, the 
Land Commission gave notice of their intended 
action. It is a matter for regret that, while a 
Scotsman should have been permitted to have 
and enjoy his highly-paid-ior property, his 
successor, an Irishman, should not similarly 
be permitted the right of possession. 

It is not generally known that the American 
millionaire sportsman, Mr. J. K. Vanderbilt, 
who breeds and races horses extensively in 
France, had the property inspected when it 
came into the market after the death of Mr. 
Rait Kerr, and that a favourable report of its 
suitability in every way for the purpcse for 
which he required it was made by his agent; 
but Mr. Vanderbilt has not carried out his 
design of breeding horses in Ireland. 


THE DANGER, 

The position that has arisen, or, properly, 
may arise, is a very serious one for the horse- 
‘breeding industry and for those who have 
invested a huge amount of capital in it; for, 
if the Rathmoyle Stud be taken over by the 
Land Commission, the many.other high-class 
breeding farms throughout the country could 
likewise be acquired. i 

Last year the Aga Khan bought, in County 
Kildare. from Senator Sir Harry Greer, the 
Sheshoon Stud of €00 acres, and he has so 
greatly developed the property that a large 
amount of employment, very badly needed in 
the district, has been given. 

Some of the other leading farms with whose 
maintenance the prosperity and continued ex- 
cellence of the thoroughbred horse are de- 
pendent are the Straffan Station Stud. the 
Bachelor's Lodge Stud, the Wood Park Stud, 
the National Stud, the Corduff Stud (where 
Diomedes was bred), the Victor Stud, the 
Ballykisteen Stud, the Mount Juliet Stud 
(where The Tetrarch stands), the Mondellihy 
Stud, the Rathbane Stud, the Fort Union 
Stud, the Glencairn Stud, the Mount Coote 
Stud. the Mooresfort Stud (where Zionist, 
winner of this year’s Irish Derby, was bred), 
the New Abbey Stud. the Old Connell Stud, 
the Moygaddy Stud, the Eyrefield Lodge Stud 
(where Pretty Polly, Hammerkop and others 
of their class were bred), the Curragh Grange 
Stud. the Cleaboy Stud, the Ballykisteen Stud, 
the Clenbarron Stud, the Athboy Stud, the 
Knockany Stud (the birthplace of Ard Patrick 
and Galtee More), the Balreask Stud, the 
Moyglare Stud, the Confey Stud (where 
Manna, winner of this year’s English Derby, 
was bred), the Slane Castle Stud, the Bally- 
many Stud, etc. 

MILLIONS INVESTED. 

At these studs and others the capital value 
of the bloodstock runs into millions of pounds 
sterling, and at them is given. highly-paid 
employment. The threatened action of the 
Land Commission in connection with the Rath- 
moyle Stud has created consternation in the 
ranks of breeders, who may well regard with 
dismay the future of the industry in which 
they are interested if the precedent of com- 
pulsory acquisition be established. 

few months ago the well-known and 
successful English breeder and owner of 
horses, Mr. J. Reid Walker, brother to Lord 
Wavertree, atinounced his intention of selling 
his stud farm at Joristown, Co. Westmeath ; 
and the Irish Thoroughbred Horse Breeders’ 
and Owners’ Association is not in a position to 
say whether his decision was influenced by the 
gossip then current that the Rathmoyle Stud 
was to be.acquired by the Land Commission. 

Any set-back to horse-breeding would be a 
matter of crave moment to the national in- 
terests, and it is unfortunate that any ques- 
tion of the right of a studmaster to retain his 
property should arise just at the time when 
the success of Irish-bred’ horses is at its 
zenith. 

The members of half a dozen families are 
employed at the Rathmoyle Stud Farm. 
Three or four, or possibly more, years ago it 
was sought to bring pressure on the employés 
of the National tud Farm at Tully, Co. 
Kildare, to agitate for the splitting up of the 
stud into small holdings, but the employés, by 
a unanimous vote, scouted such a hair-brained 
suggestion.

CRITICAL SITUATION, 


The Berlin Correspondent of Jhe Times 
writes :—The mining industry of the Ruhr, 
through its central organisation, has sent a 
memorandum to the Chancellor pointing out 
the critical situation of the coal-mining 
industry in Germany, and suggesting reforms 
to ‘“‘avert a catastrophic collapse.” It is 
stated that both home and foreign markets 
are very much depressed, and that the under- 
takings are short of capital, and that the 
ability of Germany to compete is daily becom- 
ing more restricted. These results are ascribed 
to the shorter working hours, the higher 
amount wanted for social insurance, the high 
taxation and the increased cost of production.

The Berlin Correspondent of The Times 
writes:—It was announced to-day that’ the 
shares of the Stinnes firm in the Riebeck 
Mining and Oil Works Company, equivalent 
to 19,000,000 marks (£950,000), have been 
bought. by a syndicate under the leadership 
of the. Badische Anilin and Soda Fabrik 
The price is stated to have been between 
16,000,000 marks and 17,000,000 marks (about 
£800,000). 

The Frankfurter Zeitung states that the 
original estimate of the Stinnes liabilities 
proves to have been too low at 155,000,000 
marks (£7,750,000), and that it cannot fall 
far short of 190,000,000 marks (£9,000,000). 
With the sale of the Riebeck Shares, the 
principal part of the liquidation has been 
accomplished, though there remain the 
Stinnes fleets—of 250,000 tons—the four 
hotels, the newspapers, and some further 
mines, lands, and forests.

educated man. The old ideas about a “liberal 
education” are going by. the board, and the 
world is poorer for their passing: The Ger- 
mans have words which express the difference 
between the old and the new very aptly. 
Bildung means culture aswell as learning; 
Erziehung leaves the culture, out. Before the 
war the difference between these two ideas 
represented very fairly the difference be- 
tween the average German and the average 
Briton or Frenchman ‘of good education. The 
German was erzogen, the acme of efficiency 
and technical skill; the Briton. or. Frenchman 
was gebildet into the bargain, and in that 
difference may be found. one of the causes of 
their victory in the war. 

There is, undoubtedly, a danger that in 
the effort to promote efficiency in this country 
we may lose some of the amenities of the 
old system. That would be a great: pity.
